WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—(4)— 
The 78th congress—dubbed the 
“Victory Congress” from the ros- 
trum of the house—met today in 
a mood ‘or solemn united action 
to win the war and for sharp in- 
sistence upon writing its own laws 
on domestic issues, regardless of 
the wishes of the White House. 

These two determinations domi- 
natei a brief preliminary session 
of speech-making and of organi- 
zation for the tragically vital pe- 
riod which lies ahead. They were 
expressed by Republican spokes- 
men, conscious of their greatly re 
inforced rength. And they came 
from the Democratic side of the 
political barrier as well. 

Rayburn Re-elected. 

Last fall’s election, with its wide 
Republican gains, was reflected at 
the outset in the closest vote for 
party control of the house in the 
last decade. The Democrats won. 
By 217 to 206, they re-elected 
Speaker Sam Rayburn. 

Immediately, the tension of the 
situation was broken. Republicans 
and Democrats alike jumped to 
their feet in a stormy and pro- 
longed ovation. And when Rep- 
resentative Martin, of Massachu- 
setts, the defeated Republican 
nominee for speaker, said it was 
particularly appropriate that this 
honor should go to Rayburn on his 
6lst birthday, the pandemonium 
was renewed. 

Someone among the Republic- 
ans started chanting “Happy Birth- 
day to You.” It was quickly pick- 
‘ed up by others and in a moment, 
the whole house was singing, 
while Rayburn stood on the dais, 
smiling, but nearly overcome with 
embarrassment and emotion. 

Historic Ritual. 

This was in vivid contrast with 
a later development. Rayburn, ac- 
cepting the speakership, referred 
to President Roosevelt as _ the 
greatest “war leader” that could 
have been found for the present | 
emergency.

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The New Congress 

The 78th congress has been sworn in. The 
routine of the opening day’s session went into 
history yesterday. Today President Roosevelt 
will deliver his message on the state of the 
union; probably on Monday the budget mes- 
sage will be sent from the White House. 


The new congress is dedicated to united ef- 
fort for the quickest possible winning of the 
war. The nation need not fear the unanimity 
of the membership on the one great issue 
before the country, the war. 

On domestic problems it is anticipated 
there will be much debate. For the first time 
since President Roosevelt first took office, the 
Republicans, although still in the minority, are 
on approximately equal numerical footing with 
the Democrats. There will be strong efforts 
to reduce the number of governmental bureaus, 
to curb the powers of the executive branch 
and to restore many functions to the congress 
which the last congress relinquished. 

There is opportunity for a great service to 
the country, provided the congress succeeds in 
keeping entirely separate its war issues and its 
domestic program. It is to be doubted if any 
man, or group of men, can do this. For the 
war permeates our life to such extent today 
there is scarcely an activity, a thought, public 
or private, which is not connected, at least 
indirectly, with the war. 

It will require almost miraculous perspica- 
city on the part of congress to make sure that 
any criticism, or reforms, aimed at domestic 
affairs. do not impinge upon the war in manner 
to hinder the victory. 

Congress has an important function to fill, 
under both categories. It must, however, re- 
member at all times that the conduct of our 
war is so dominant that everything else is 
comparatively insignificant. And the country 
as a whole will be well satisfied if it can be 
assured that congress, like every group.in the 
nation. is doing its part, 100 per cent, in the 
struggle to defeat our Axis foes.

Congressman Car) Vinson, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the House Naval Affairs Committee, has 
announced that his committee will soon hold 
hearings for the purpose of making a thorough 
study of the entire naval program in the war, 


Chairman Vinson, in making this announce- 
ment, emphasized the study will be in no sense 
an “investigation.” “We want,” he said, “to 
know what is going on and what congress can 
do to be of help.” 

In that attitude, Chairman Vinson set an 

example which could be followed by other 
congressional committee heads with high profit 
“to the nation. 
Too often does some committee, either a 
specially-appointed congressional 
group, precede hearings on Some subject or 
other with loud publicity about imagined fail- 
ures, faults or misdeeds they expect to uncover, 
They adopt an attitude entirely opposite to that 
Supposedly guaranteed to all accused under 
the constitution. They assume guilt before 
hearing evidence and the individuals, official 
or private, involved are thus made to bear the 
onus of proving innocence or being adjudged 
guilty. 

There is absolutely no implied criticism of 
the Navy, or of its part in the war, in Chair- 
man Vinson’s coming study of naval affairs. It 
is, simply, the wise and intelligent purpose to 
learn and to understand naval-plans and 
progress and, if the congress can then aid in 
any way in the task facing our Navy, it will 
be the privilege of the committee to advocate 
and provide that aid with least possible delay. 

In his announcement Chairman Vinson 
sounded what should be the keynote of the new 
congress on all matters directly or indirectly 
connected with the war program.

Is This Peonage? 

Governor Talmadge, in the closing days of 
his administration, has been busy paroling 
hundreds of convicts. They are paroled to 
farmers, with the object of thus providing farm 
labor to meet the shortage caused by the 
selective service drain on man power and the 
high wages in war industry which have lured 
many rural workers to the cities. 

Under the parole terms, the farmer is 
responsible to the state for the safekeeping of 
all convicts paroled in his care. He is, of 
course, supposed to pay them wages at the 
current rate for farm labor, to properly house 
and feed them, 

However, if the paroled convict should leave 
the farm, he can be traced down, arrested by 
the regular law enforcement authorities and 
returned to prison or some convict camp to 
complete his term. 

This has certain features about it which 
bear the taint, at least the suspicion, of peon- 
age. The worker cannot leave the farm where 
he is employed. If he does, he automatically be- 
comes a fugitive from the law and may be 
hunted down and returned to jail, or re- 
paroled to the farmer. There is no means of 
checking the amount of pay such paroled 
workers receive for their labors and there is no 
law to enforce proper standards of payment 
upon the employing farmers. 

If it is not, legally, peonage, it 1s, at best, a 
return to the basic principle of the leasing of 
convicts to private employers, a condition pre- 
sumed to have been long outlawed in Georgia. 

It is assumed that all our courts and law 
enforcement agencies would not stoop to so 
venal a practice, but it requires little imagina- 
tion to envision a court which rounded up all 
available workers in its jurisdiction, convicted 
them on some charge or otiuer, sent them to 
prison, there to be promptly paroled to any 
farmer who asked for such help in solving his 
labor problem. To be paid or not, for their 
work, according to the honesty, or generosity, 
of the farmer. 

And, under the multitudinous laws upon the 
state statute books, it would be extremely dif- 
ficult to find any man, white or colored, rich 
or poor, who has not been guilty of law viola- 
tions for which he could be sentenced to prison. 

Of course, the paroling of convicts is done 
in the name of patriotism on the argument that 
production of food crops is essential to victory, 
that there is a desperate crisis, in the form of 
labor shortage, facing the farmers of the state 
and that these convicts would be better em- 
ployed on the farms than on roads or other 
public works, 

But, no matter how desperate the need, this 
country has not yet reached the stage where 
it has to resort to peonage, to forced, slave 
labor to win the war. And that is what the 
Talmadge system of parole amounts to.

HUNGER MAY WIN WAR 
(From The Albany Herald.) 

Food, after all, may prove to be the “secret 
weapon” which will end the war. 

We use the term “secret wéapon” advisedly, 
in view of the fact that food’s growing impor- 
tance does not seem to attract the notice among 
military observers which to us it seems to de- 
Serve. Many such commentators,. while taking 
note of grave food shortages in the Axis-domi- 
nated countries, fail to see the real significance 
of these conditions. They seem to take it for 
granted that Germans are getting al! the food 
needed with which to carry on the war, even 
though millions may die of starvation in the con- 
quered countries. 

But there now is evidence that the Germans 
themselves have almost reached the limit in their 
thefts of food from the subjugated peoples and 
that foodstuffs from those wrecked countries is 
becoming scarcer each day. 

There is little doubt that hunger will win the 
war if it can be made to reach the Nazis them- 
selves. Indications how are that the food situa- 
tion in Germany is becoming desperate. If that 
is true, the collapse of the German war effort 
cannot be much farther away. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ON ROAD TO VICTORY WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Looking 


backward over the course of war 
events during the past year the Allied Nations have every right to 
express deep satisfaction with the way our military plans have 
progressed, 

The over-all picture is that our position today is far more 
promising than it was at the beginning of 1942. To the credit of 

our leaders, it may reasonably be said that all 
of our expectations for the year 1942 have been 
realized and that the new year finds us well 
advanced on the road to victory charted in the 
blue-prints of Allied military strategists. 

By all of the advance calculations 1942 had 
been marked down by common agreement as 
the most crucial year of the war. The Axis 
nations had just been joined by a powerful 
new ally, Japan, whose careful preparations for 
entering the conflict had enabled her to make 
extensive gains swiftly in highly important 
areas of the Pacific—areas which controlled the 
world’s chief sources of raw rubber. 

If Japan’s entry into the war was offset by 
the United ‘States becoming an active belliger- 
ent, ti.e advantage on the Axis side was that 
the little Nipponese Empire was more fully pre- 
pared for it than we. And there was the added 
factor of having a large part of our fleet put 

out of action at the very beginning by the treacherous blow struck at 
a Harbor, which even further delayed our full-scale partici- 
pation. 

The best that the Allied high command ever hoped for in 1942 
was that the Axis could be held off until we could be able to 
marshal our forces for the final test. In this we have not only 
been successful, but have actually exceeded our expectations. 
Hence we have a right to take great pride in our present position. 
It represents an accomplishment which we scarcely could have 
hoped for this time a year ago. 


ALLIES STRONGER None of the Allied nations has fallen in 


the past year. On the other hand, at 
least two of them—the United States and Britain—have grown im- 
measurably stronger. As for ourselves, we have worked a miracle 
of preparedness, though w are yet to attain the full stature of our 
strength. Russia, which has borne the main brunt of the fighting, 
may necessarily be somewhat weaker considering the additional 
territory she has lost to the Nazis,-but the one event of outstanding 
significance in that theater of the war is that she has not fallen. 

Now the Soviet army is on a grand-scale offensive, which. in 
view of the time factor, tends to write off definitely any possibility 
of Russia being knocked out of the war. Had the Germans been 
able to do this in 1942 while our preparations were being made the 
nom year would have offered a far gloomier outlook for the 

ies. 

Competent military authorities have said that 1942 was the last 
year in which the Axis could hope to win a decision. If Hitler 
could not subdue his European opponents then he would never have 
another opportunity. The statement was made on the basis of what 
we, as the most powerful nation in the world, would be able to 
contribute to the Allied effom once our eorces were mobilized. 
It was recognized that at least a year would be required to bring 
our strength into play. 


NAZIS WEAKENED Neither Hitler nor Japan was able to 


force a decision in 1942. The renewed 
German assault on Russia, after a few striking preliminary gains, 
finally bogged down before the ramparts of Stalingrad. The Nazi 
army has been tremendously weakened by its futile attempt to 
take that strategic city. 

In Africa also, where Rommel had enjoyed earlier marked suc- 
cesses over the British, the German army has finally suffered its 
most disastrous rout of the war. The once proud Afrika Korps is 
now nothing but the fleeing remnants of a disorganized mob. 

And whereas a year ago the Allies were threatened with the loss 
of the entire North African area, with its vitally important gateways 
to the Mediterranean, the Americans and British have now moved 
in with full force. It will be only a matter of time before we clear 
the Axis out of the dark continent completely and organize the 
territory as the springboard for launching the second front. 


JAPS ON DEFENSIVE In the Pacific, too, we have finally 


stopped the treacherous Japs and now 
have them on the defensive for the first time in the war. After 
suffering disheartening losses there in the beginning we ultimately 
saw the turn of the tide during the period between May and October. 
During that time we fought and won the battles of the Coral Sea, 
Midway and the Solomons. All along and including these. battles 
we have taken a tremendous toll of their warships, their warplanes

I think it would be a good thing if all cone 
gressmen were required to read good histories 
of the political campaigns, and the adminis- 
trations, of Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Wilson 
and Roosevelt. 

It is an historical fact that many ministers, 
in the opposition to Mr, Andrew Jackson, de- 
clared him to be the anti-Christ. He was 
termed a dictator by his opposition. His wife 
was slandered and defamed. He was declared 
to have destroyed democratic government. 
Newspaper columnists were most critical of his 
wife and his personal life. 


his way in 1864. . 

The storm about Jefferson was the first, and the greatest, in 
our history. ' 

It was his idea to purchase the Louisiana territory from France 
and thus halt the Spanish infiltration and to stop their claims 
against the territory because of previous dealings with France. 
The deal was made. 

Napoleon, in need of money for war against England, was sold 
on the idea and confirmed it from his bath next morning when 
angry ministers charged in on him to protest. 

Jefferson paid $15,000,000 for a territory from which were to 
be carved Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, the two Dakotas, the greater part of Idaho and Montana, 
and parts of Texas, New Mexico, Colorado and Wyoming. 

The opposition party was outraged. 


A FEW SAMPLES Al! this is well-known history, of course, 


but I hurry on with a few samples and, 
I hope, toward a point. 
The Hartford Courant was furious. It shouted “outrage.” It 
would “drain from New England all its financial and social ad- 
vantage.” | 
“Wild land and moonshine,” said others. 
In the senate Timothy Pickering actually was plotting to have 
New England removed from the Union because of the purchase. 
Others said, “We do not want a foot of the land, only use of 
the river. The land is useless.” 
One seized on a report that Jefferson had, heard there was a 
mountain of salt somewhere in the new territory. 
It was called “Jefferson's salt mountain purchase.” 
Many ministers inveighed against it. 
Jefferson was a rock against which calumny and falsehood and 
violence broke and shattered. 
He went on and history went on. 
It always has. It always will. But all this, it seems to me, is 
worth thinking about as the nation prepares to welcome another 
congress to Washington in time of war, and in the time of another 
of our great men in the White House. 
There is one plain fact, one obvious deduction. 
That one plain, stark fact 


THE STUPIDITY OF HATING =~ : 
is simply this: 


All through our history the Jefferson haters, the Jackson haters, 
the Wilson haters, and now, the Roosevelt haters, have attempted 
to explain the inexorable drift of history by the actions, the faults, 
and the policies of one man. 

Any junior student of political science knows that Mr. Roose- 
velt did not create the events which made him. He was created 
by the events. They produced him. -In 1932 we were going one 
way or the other and I insist today, as I have insisted all along, 
that Mr. Roosevelt was a conservative. We might have got some- 
thing else. 

Now we are. coming to another crisis. With a war to be won, 
powerful forces, represented in the new congress, are looking toward 
a political victory in 1944 with as much—probably more—interest 
than they are looking toward a war victory. ; | 

They will attempt, through many agencies, to place all the 
blame for the whole drift of history upon one man. It is a time 
for thinking. ‘The events will produce someone, and that someone 
is highly important to the future of this country. 

It is obvious that almost everyone but the President is playing 
politics. Not even his severest critics can say he has given any 
attention to politics. There have been too many blunders, politica! 
blunders, which would not have been made had Mr. Roosevelt 
been interested. 

Of him it can be said that he is devoting all his energies, all 
his intelligence, and all his enormous knowledge and ability to 
the job of winning the war. 

The drift of history is going-on. We may go with it, solving 
the problems it presents, or we may seek, futilely, to turn it back. 
And come again, finally, to another 1932 and to another December 7. 

Hate him if you will, or must. 

But do not confuse him with the inexorable progress of history.

In a recent Digest anticle, a former white-collar man tells how 
he found happiness and better health and increased self-respect by 
learning to%be a mechanic. He has discovered an ancient bit of 
wisdom, for want of which many people spend their lives in baleful 
discontent. 

Since life is brief at best, and nobody can escape his share of 
griet and trouble, it is scarcely credible that any sane person would 
choose a way of life that makes existence more unpleasant than it 
need be. Yet great numbers of people make themselves discontent- 
ed, either by choosing distasteful jobs or by choosing a way of 
life they dislike. 

The mistake usually results from trusting another person's taste 
instead of their own, They try to cut their garment by another's 
pattern without having the same quantity of cloth. Becausg another 
man is happy in his vocation, they expect it to give them equal 
happiness, although they have neither his temperament or talent 
or natural capacities. : 

The important thing they overlook is that he chose his job bee 
cause it suited him and he liked it—not because some other person 
seemed to enjoy it. 

Trusting another man’s preference in choosing a life work is 
almost as foolish as trusting another's taste in choosing a wife. 
Yet it is even more dangerous to adopt another's attitude and way 
of life, when it is done without sincerity or true conviction. : 

A well-meaning man, driven by a sense of duty and his ad- 
miration for a great humanitarian, gave up his ambition to become 
rich and used all of his profits for good works. For a few years he 
enjoyed his generosities. But as his friends grew rich, and gained 
prestige and honor because of their wealth, he envied and coveted 
their possessions and considered his own life wasted. 

There are people who spend their lives doing good and live 
happily in poverty, as there are scientists who are wholly indifferent 
to wealth, but all of these are doing the thing they most desire to 
do, and nothing else in life could interest them so much or give 
them such complete contentment. 

That is the secret of the whole matter—to be guided by sincere 
desire; to do the thing you truly wish to do—the thing you can 
enjoy and delight in. 

The sure reward is contentment, and no other way of life can 
bring anything better than resignation.

§6—It has been suggested that Paul Zimmerman’s column 
on the pre-game activities of Wally Butts is worth repeat- 
ing, in its entirety. The Rose Bowl committee specifically 
puts no demands on a visiting coach’s time, but the other 
outside demands are very exacting. A coach has to be on 
his toes to take it. Here is Zimmerman’s tribute to the

‘relations council, body guard, chauffeur, private 
detective, valet and the customary assistant coaches 
and team trainer. 

“Taking it on his own, as this good-natured Georgian 
has done, a fellow should be a combination of Chamber 
of Commerce delegate, orator, movie and radio actor, poli- 
tician, opera singer, psychologist and gourmand. Also a 
football coach. 

“Of course, a guy can turn his back on everyone, shut 
his ears to all pleas, don a pair of smoked glasses, cut the 
telephone line and lock the world out.entirely. We've had 
a Rose Bow! coach or two who did that. But Coach Butts 
wouldn't be that kind of guy. 

“When he stepped off the train in Pasadena a 
week ago Monday afternoon, he announced his plat- 
form. 

“*A country boy, first of all,’ said Wally, ‘I have 
a football coaching job to be done. 

“*But I also want you-all to be my friends. I 
don't want to make anyone mad at me.

Second, that you must look to your 
training and be prepared. You 
are much more valuable skilled 
than unskilled, and skill doesn't 
come with good intentions alone. 
If you have had industrial train- 
ing previously or worked on a 
farm you will be more adaptable 
and “durable” now. Fcr instance, 
girls who were needleworkers or 
hairdressers have proved especial- 
ly adaptable for precision metal 
work. 

There is a training period nec- 
sary for almost all skilled jobs. 
You can no more go into drafting 
or radio service or machine shop 
work without some apprentice- 
ship than a man could. You can- 
not be used for immediate re- 
placement where the job requires 
time to develop high skills unless 
you have some background of in- 


struction, practice, and informa- 
i. 


tion. 

Go to one of the many indus- 
trial schools in the evening, con- 
tinuing the while on the job you 
now hold during the day. Fac- 
tories in war-production areas run 
their own schools, rather like ap- 
prentice courses. The public school 
systems often have their own in- 
dustrial and technical evening cur- 
ricula. 
ing schools set up’ at various air- 
ports, mostly run by the govern- 
ment. Courses in airplane design- 
ing, physics, chemical analysis, 
and drafting are open to approved 
applicants. There are some top- 
notch legitimate private schools— 
but warning! There are some so- 
called technical training schools 
that won’t train you for anything 
but writing a tuition check. 

Not only the women who have 
been industrially trained, but those 
practiced in management and per- 
sonnel will find a new place for 
themselves in these gigantic new 
plants. Bookkeepers, accountants, 
stenographers, all can go into the 
multitude of openings in factories 
that have to be filled. But when 
one talks of war production, one 
need not necessarily mean putting 
every white-collar girl on a con- 
veyor belt. 


If you have been a housewife 
who said to your husband, “Join 
up if you like, darling, I'll find 
something to do,” there are a 
number of places for you in this 
new “woman power.” There is a 
great need for nursery. school 
helpers, canteen management ex- 
perts, welfare supervisors, 
hospital assistants. Some of these 
are volunteer jobs which you can- 
not afford to take full time, but 


extremely useful to boot. 

Some women in small towns 
surrounded by large rural areas 
have taken over domestic jobs on 
farms in order to free the farm 
women for work on the farm it- 
self. It is hard work but emi- 
nently practical. It pays very lit- 
tle but will keep you for the du- 
ration. 

A very important kind of work 
and of particular interest to mar- 
ried women with children is part- 
time work. Many factories are 
allowing for it. They say that it 
wipes out one of the worst fea- 
tures of having women work on 
the assembly line: the tendency to 
stay out due to fatigue or home 
duties or time of month. 

You will find that it is not the 
lack of these new jobs that is the 
main obstacle between you and 
them; it is rather how to go about 
applying for and securing one. 
There ought to be some organized 
way of publicizing information 
about war jobs. But there is one 
safe, certain place to go to at 
once. That is the United States 
Employment Service. Until you 
find out about it (so many people 
mistakingly believe it concerns 
itself only with domestic work) 
you will wander around from 
pillar to post before making head- 
way. At the bureau you will be 
judged and classified according 
to age, education, aptitude. You 
will be told about possible open- 
ings and given the names of the 
most suitable training schools. 
There is a United States Employ- 
ment Service in almost every 
large city, easily located through 
your telephone book. 

Atlanta’s United States Employ- 
ment Office is at 191 Marietta 
street, N. W. You can drop by 
and talk it over. But remember, 
Uncle Sam has already clearly 
stated that unless it is absolutely 
essential, he does not want 
mothers of small children to go 
into jobs outside their own all- 
important one at home. If you 
have a baby and are able to make 
ends meet for the duration, your 
part of the war effort is in your 
own nursery. The Bell Bomber 
Plant, among others, won’t hire 
you.
